In addition to the trailers, con- 
struction of the 520 family units 
near Army and Carolina streets, to 
be known as the Wisconsin War 
Dwellings, also is proceeding rapid- 
ly. This project will open in a few 
days; likewise the Double Rock 
Annex of 256 family units, near 
Third street and Paul avenue.

To Proseeute Violators 


BS Declaring that a number of Hunter’s Point residents 
are violating OPA regulations by subletting rooms and apart- 


ments without authorization 


and charging above ceiling 


- rents, the Office of Price Administration last week threat- 
ened to crack down on offenders. 
In a letter to the San Francisco Housing Authority, N. 


R. Metcalf, deputy area rent 


director of OPA, pointed out 


the legal requirement that tenants renting rooms to lodgers 
must register with the Area Rent Office, and failure to file 
such registration, subjects the person so doing to criminal 
prosecution by the United States Government. 


According to provisions of the 
Dwelling Lease, tenants may rent 
rooms to eligible lodgers only when 
authorized by the management, and 
under OPA regulations, such ten- 
ants must keep their rental charg- 
es within ceiling prices. 

As a result of recent violations, 
which have come to the attention 
of the Office of Price Administra- 
tion, the following notice is being 
posted in management offices at 
the various Hunter’s Point pro- 
jects: 


NOTICE TO TENANTS 


Tenants subleasing to lodgers, 


AFTER FIRST OBTAINING AP- 
PROVAL OF MANAGEMENT, are 
hereby notified that the law re- 
quires that they file registration of 
any such rentals with the OFFICE 
OF PRICE ADMINISTRATION. 
Failure to register subjects the per- 
son involved to criminal prosecu- 
tion by the United States Govern- 
ment.

the back of her grandmother 
brought 4-months-old Priscilla Nez 
to the Double. Rock Well Baby 
Center on opening day, June 19th. 


Priscilla is the daughter of Paul-’ 


ine and Ford Nez, who came to 
Double Rock from an Indian res- 
ervation in Reno, Nevada, several 
months ago. Other members of the 
Nez family are Sheila, 2, and Mel- 
vin, 5%, who also came to the Cen- 
ter for immunization tests. 


‘Examined by Dr. Marguerite 
Richards, child specialist, the little 


= Indian papoose was pronounced in 


the pink of condition. She had had 


f no previous immunization and was 


given the tuberculin test by Dr. 
Richards. 


Priscilla’s sister, Sheila, has out- 
grown her papoose crib, but she 
still likes to lie in it. 

An all American boy, five and a 
half year old Melvin loves most his 
red, white and blue starred beanie, 
which is always on his head. 


Mrs. Nez is a Piute Indian and 
her husband, who is a trackman at 
the Navy Yard is a Navajo. Eng- 
lish its the only language spoken in 
their home as neither she nor her 
husband can understand the tongue 
of the other’s tribe. The children 
know only a few Indian words. 


Mrs. Mary Phoenix, the grand- 
mother, whose husband is stationed 
at the Presidio in San Francisco, 
is caring for the children whose 
mother is ill. She speaks excellent 
English, with an enunciation which 
might well be the envy of English 

udents. 


Mrs. Phoenix explained that the 
word for papoose cradle in Indian 
is hoopah. The two cradles owned 
by the Nez family were made on 
the reservation and are Navajo in 
design. Constructed of bamboo and 
buckskin, with head shades beauti- 
fully beaded in Navajo symbol de- 
signs, the cradles are a boon to 
Indian mothers. Babies are securely 
strapped inside the buckskin lacing, 
and they can play or sleep without 
the American mother’s fear of hav- 
ing baby rolling out of bed. 


The Nez family live at 218 Double 
Rock Road and arrived here when 
little Priscilla was two weeks old. 


Several other Indian families 
from Sioux and Cherokee tribes 
have come to live atop the hill at 
Double Rock and make their con- 
tribution to the war effort in the 
true American way.

Delivery Big Job 


Not the least of the many per- 
sonal services rendered to tenants 
residing in dormitory projects is 
that of daily handling of tenant 
mail. This service is more or less 
taken for granted on the part of 
the recipients who are usually un- 
aware of the magnitude of the work 
entailed in assuring that they re- 
ceive their mail; not only while 
they live on the project as ten- 
‘ants, but also after they have left 
the dormitories for other parts, ac- 

~ cording to Al LeFeavre, manager of 
the dormitories. 


‘During the past four months our 
average occupancy has been in the 
neighborhood of one thousand ten- 
ants and the office handles an aver- 
age of eight hundred pieces of mail 


per day,” he said. Tenants are not | 


required to call for their mail, 
which would involve a long wait- 
ing period at dispensing window, 
especially after the day shift comes 
off work, All mail received in the 
office is carefully checked with of- 
fice occupancy records and is de- 
livered direct to the tenant’s 
room. Packages are handled in the 
same way. 


Mail received in the office ad- 
dressed to tenants who no longer 
reside on the project. its automatical- 
ly forwarded to whatever forward- 
ing address the tenant left as the 
time of check-out. The latter is a 
type of service that the manage- 
ment is not compelled {fo give, but 
does so with the idea in mind of 
relieving over-burdening post. of- 
fice sub-stations as well as getting 
the mail to the departed tenant in 
the fastest possible manner.

There have 
been but two occasions in the past 
year where a tenant’s failure to re- 
ceive communications on time was 
traced to erroneous handling with- 
ing the office.
